Judge stands firm 
on banning press 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - The 
American Civil Liberties Union asked 
U.S. District Judge Oliver J. Carter to­ 
day to remove the ban on press coverage 
of the jury selection in the Patricia 
Hearst trial, but he declined to take any 
action. 
Carter’s secretary said he had seen the 
ACLU motion and that he was not going 
to act on it. 
Nine jurors had been tentatively 
seated after individual questioning by 
Carter in a closed courtroom from which 
the press and public were barred. 
The interrogation was resumed today, 
but it appeared it would be sometime 
next week before a panel of 12 regular 
and four alternate jurors is picked. 
Judge Carter had granted a defense 
motion to bar the press on grounds jurors 
still waiting to be questioned might be 
prejudiced if they read or heard the 
questions and answers of those who went 
before them. 
The ACLU asked today for an im­ 
mediate hearing “ on this most urgent 
and fundamental matter.” 
The motion filed with the court said 
the ACLU recognized both the con­ 
stitutional rights of a free press and a 
fair trial but said there were alternative 
ways to meet the problem other than 
keeping out reporters and members of 
the public. 
It suggested that the press coverage be 
limited to a small pool such as is often 
used in certain coverage of the activi­ 
ties of American presidents. 
The ACLU also suggested that all those 
remaining of the 74 jurors who had pas­ 
sed preliminary general questioning be 
sequestered so there would be no way for 
them to read or hear about what was 
transpiring in the closed questioning.

City crews 
battle to 
save trees

If you see Lompoc City street crews 
watering what appears to be a line of 
dead saplings along Ocean Avenue 
between A and Seventh streets, don’t 
scratch your head in wonderment. 
The watering is just a part of some 
tender, loving care being given by the 
street tree crews to the dozens of young 
eucalyptus trees in an effort to save the 
lives of the recently planted trees. 
The foliage on the trees has turned 
brown and brittle, giving the appearance 
that they have died. 
“ The trees took a lot of punishment on 
Jan. 1 from the frost,” said Wallace 
Grossi Jr. of the Street Department. 
“ Right now we don’t know whether 
they are going to live or die, but we are 
doing everything we can to save them. 
The best thing for them right now is 
plenty of water,” he said. 
The frost killed the foliage on all but 
about 10 of the trees. All of those that 
survived the chill were on the extreme 
eastern end of the line of saplings near 
Seventh. 
Grossi attributed the slight bend in the 
road with sparing the few trees from the 
same fate suffered by the others. 
It will not be known until late March or 
early April whether the eucalyptus trees 
will survive, Grossi said. 
“ We’re keeping a close eye on the 
trunks. Right now it looks favorable 
because none of the trees we have in­ 
spected has splitting of the trunk. If they 
should split, they’re goners and we’ll 
have to replace them.” 
Meanwhile, planting of other new 
trees continues along Ocean Avenue. 
The Street Department has completed 
the planting of some young sycamores 
from V Street west, and some eucalyptus 
polyanthemos from I to 0 streets, Grossi 
said. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Congress 
has voted $6.2 billion to provide an es­ 
timated 800.000 jobs for Americans 
through public works projects and aid to 
recession-suffering local governments, 
and is gearing for a veto battle. 
Hours before the House took final ac­ 
tion on the measure Thursday, President 
Ford announced through a spokesman he 
will veto it on grounds it exceeds his 
budget and would be ineffective. 
But the final 321-80 House vote in­ 
dicated it may be possible to enact the 
bill over his objections 
The bill includes 
— $2.5 billion in grants to state and 
local governments for public works 
projects which can be started within 90 
days. Democratic sponsors of the 
legislation estimate these would create 
600,000 new jobs, mostly in the private 
construction and building materials in­ 
dustries. 


Intelligence 
report now in 
'deep freeze' 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The House in­ 
telligence committee’s controversial 
final report was in a deep freeze today 
with doubts it will ever be published — 
except perhaps through more press 
leaks. 
The House voted 246 to 124 Thursday to 
ban publication of the 338-page document 
“ until the report has been certified by 
the President as not containing informa­ 
tion which would adversely affect the in­ 
telligence activities of the CIA” or other 
federal agencies in foreign countries. 
Rep. Otis Pike, D-N.Y., chairman of 
the Select Committee on Intelligence 
which drafted the report after almost a 
year of investigation and hearings, 
fought to have it released before the pan­ 
el’s mandate expires at Saturday mid­ 
night. 
But 127 of his fellow Democrats and an 
almost solid block of 119 Republicans ap­ 
proved a resolution that the report must 
be “ sanitized” of still classified material 
before it could be filed. 
Part of the controversy surrounding 
the report sprang from the fact that 
much of it had been unofficially 
“ leaked” to the media while still in the 
hands of the committee. 
Ford issued a statement praising the 
House vote as “ responsible.” 
But Pike said he and eight of his fellow 
committee members felt the classified 
material in dispute involved “embarras­ 
sing information” rather than dan­ 
gerous secrets. 
Angered and discouraged, he told 
reporters after the vote that the commit­ 
tee’s work had been “ an exercise in 
futility.” 
“ I personally have no desire what­ 
soever to participate in the writing of a 
report on the CIA which would be cen­ 
sored by the CIA,” he said. “ This is a 
violation of the separation of powers.” 
Was the report now buried? 
“ That’s my guess,” Pike said. "But 
it’s up to a vote of the committee. My 
personal vote would be to drop the mat­ 
ter.” 
The resolution gives the committee un­ 
til Feb. 11 to formulate recommenda­ 
tions on intelligence matters, but Pike 
said “ I don’t know,” when asked if this 
would be pursued.

Coleman Young of Cleveland told con­ 
gressmen Americans would not forget a 
vote against the bill this election year. 


During the debate, proponents pointed 
to unemployment rates of 30 to 40 per 
cent in industrial cities and said the 
problem grows worse when recession 
makes cities lay off their own employes. 


Opponents complained the bill does not 
guarantee cities would use the $1.5 
billion to preserve jobs but would let 
them use it for any purpose, as a general 
subsidy. 


Bush sworn in as Ford 
vows to keep CIA strong 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - George Bush 
was sworn in today as director of the CIA 
and President Ford joined him in vowing 
to keep the agency strong while also 
ending past abuses. 
“ The abuses of the past have been 
more than adequately described and I 
am concerned about them, but one thing 
is very, very certain—we cannot im­ 
prove this agency by destroying it,” 
Ford told a crowd of applauding CIA 
employes at the agency headquarters in 
suburban Virginia. 
“ Let me assure you all I have no inten­ 
tion of seeing the intelligence com­ 
munity dismantled, its operations par­ 
alyzed or its effectiveness undermined.” 
Ford, lavishing praise on Bush and the 
CIA generally, concluded by saying “ I 
believe we can make this agency an in­ 
strument of peace and an object of pride 
for all of our people. That is my goal.” 
The President also said he would be 


Supreme Court upholds campaign 
law reform's $1,000 gift limit 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The Supreme 
Court today upheld the 1974 campaign 
reform law’s $1,000 limit on private 
political contributions, but struck down 
campaign spending limits and said the 
new Federal Election Commission must 
be named by the president, not Congress. 
But the court said actions already 
taken by the commission would be valid, 
and stayed its order for 30 days to give 
Congress time to change the law so that 
FEC members are appointed by Presi­ 
dent Ford. 
The decision left intact the almost $5 
million already distributed to those can­ 
didates who have qualified for taxpayer- 
financed campaign funds. 
In its long-awaited unsigned opinion, 
the court also threw out the law’s provi­ 
sions limiting independent spending by 


citizens and groups on behalf of can­ 
didates. This would permit individuals to 
spend as much as they wish supporting 
candidates but limit the amount they 
could give directly to a candidate. 


The decision probably will have some 
dramatic effect in the 1976 presidential 
and congressional campaigns already 
under way The most important would be 
to remove the strict new ceilings from 
candidate spending in primary and 
general elections. 


The court said its opinion will not af­ 
fect the money already disbursed to 
presidential candidates of both parties, 
and said its decision to delay the ruling 
for 30 days “ will afford Congress an op­ 
portunity to reconstitute the commission 
by law or to adopt other valid enforce­ 
ment mechanisms without interrupting 


enforcement of the provisions the Court 
sustains, allowing the present commis­ 
sion in the interim to function de facto in 
accordance with the substantive provi­ 
sions of the act.” 
The portion of the new law struck down 
had placed limits on candidate spending 
in all federal elections. Candidates for 
major party presidential nominations 
were limited to $10 million before the 
conventions. The major party nominees 
were limited to $20 million for the 
general election. 
But the law’s provision for federal sub­ 
sidies to presidential campaigns were 
sustained. The law permits each major 
party candidate to claim up to $5 million 
in federal funds — matching private 
donations up to $250 — for prenomination 
campaigns; and $20 million for the 
general election campaign.

And above all, he said, “ I am deter­ 
mined to protect those unselfish and 
patriotic people who with total dedica­ 
tion serve their country — often putting 
their lives on the line—only to have some 
people bent on destroying this agency ex­ 
pose their names. This must stop” 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Gov Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr .’s legislation to 
remedy the painful medical malpractice 
dilemma could reduce annual premiums 
of high-risk doctors from $36,000 to 
$8,000, sponsors said today. 
The plan, put together after weeks of 
negotiations between Brown and key As­ 
sembly Democrats, promised to be 
fiscally sound and pose no burden to tax­ 
payers, they said. 
At a news conference called to unveil 
specifics of the compromise bill, As­ 
semblyman Howard Berman, D-Los An­ 
geles, the lead author, said the average 
premium for high-risk specialties could 
be $8,000 as opposed to the $36,000 sought 
by Travelers Insurance Co., the state’s 
chief medical malpractice insurance 
carrier. 
The proposal, as reported earlier, en­ 
visioned an average $4,000 a year 
premium charge to doctors or one-third 
of that now paid to private insurance 
carriers by Southern California doctors. 
The plan also called for 14 newly es­ 
tablished medical quality review com­ 
mittees to develop “ workable plans” in 
geographic areas for a “ reasonable 
amount of voluntary or below cost ser­ 
vice” by doctors in medically un­ 
derserved areas such as rural com­ 
munities or urban ghettoes. 


Brown originally proposed a medical 
peace corps of physicians who would 
donate 20 days a year to serving the 
needy in return for the state to ad­ 
minister an insurance pool which would 
guarantee them stabilized medical 
malpractice rates. Doctors rejected the 
mandatory 20 days. 


The rewritten public service plan 
would be developed after “ consultation” 
with doctors. The Department of Con­ 
sumer Affairs would be empowered to 
file a lawsuit if the regional medical 
quality review committees failed to 
devise a workable plan.

Nine Democrats placed 
on State primary ballot 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Secretary of 
State March Fong Eu today placed the 
names of nine Democrats on her initial 
list for the important California 
presidential primary ballot June 8, but 
refused to include Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. 
For his part, Brown, who insists he is 
not a candidate but leaves the door open 
on accepting the Democratic nomi­ 
nation if it is offered, said he hasn’t 
made up his mind on running in the 
California primary. 
At a news conference, Ms. Eu an­ 
nounced her preliminary selections of 
candidates under California’s newly ac­ 
tivated “ open primary” laws which for 
the first time empower the secretary of 
state to place the names of generally 
recognized candidates on the ballot. 
There were no surprises. 
In the crowded Democratic field, she 
picked: Sens. Birch Bayh of Indiana, 
Lloyd Bentsen of Texas, Henry M. 
Jackson of Washington, Govs. George 
Wallace of Alabama and Milton Shapp of 
Pennsylvania, Rep. Morris Udall of 


Arizona, Fred Harris of Oklahoma, 
Sargent Shriver, the 1972 vice presiden­ 
tial nominee, and former Gov. Jimmy 
Carter of Georgia. 


She did not include Sen. Robert Byrd, 
D-West Virgina, who recently announced 
himself as a candidate. 


Predictably, she chose President Ford 
and Ronald Reagan on the Republican 
side and Margaret Wright of Los An­ 
geles for the Peace and Freedom ballot. 
The American Independent party can­ 
didate will be selected during the 
weekend in Bakersfield. 


Ms. Eu said if Brown “ tells me he 
wants to be a favorite son candidate, I 
will put him on the ballot. If the governor 
informs me he wants to exercise Califor­ 
nia’s political clout at the national con­ 
vention, I will add him to the list. 


In the absence of a “definite indication 
or commitment” from Brown, she said, 
it would be unfair to “ serious can­ 
didates” to include him on the ballot.

Those who are not registered 
to vote and who expect to cast a 
ballot in the March 2 Lompoc 
City Council election are 
reminded that Sunday is the 
last day to accomplish registra­ 
tion.

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$700 million tax increase 
recommended for highways 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - An 
advisory commission has told 
the legislature a huge $700 
million tax increase is needed 
to maintain California s high­ 
way and public transit pro­ 
grams at current levels without 
major expansion. 


The Highway U sers Tax 
Study Commission Thursday is­ 
sued a transportation financing 
plan recommending increases 
in the state gasoline tax. driver 
licen se and m otor veh icle 
reg istra tio n fe e s and the 
statewide sales tax. Details of 
the plan were disclosed last 
month prior to final com m is­ 
sion approval 


The commission, created in 
1971. w as ordered by th e 


legislature to develop a plan to 
m ake su re high w ay ta x e s 
provided 
maximam 
benefits 
But its work has taken on added 
im portance in the fa ce of 
severe budget cutbacks and 
employe layoffs in the Depart­ 
ment of Transportation 
Among other things, the com ­ 
m ission recom m en d ed in ­ 
creasing: 
-S ta te gasoline taxes by 4 
cents a gallon, or from seven to 
11 cents It was estim ated that 
the boost would raise $400 
million, with half earmarked 
for state highways and the 
balance for local streets and 
roads 
—Driver license and motor 
vehicle registration fees by up 
to $50 million to help finance

Pro-Western allies in Angola, 
retreating before advancing 
Soviet-backed forces, battled 
each other in their capital of 
Huambo and the pro-Western 
radio in the central Angola city 
has gone off the air. the Soviet 
news agency Tass reported to­ 
day.

fighting showed “the end of the 
puppets' alliance is near." 
Tass reported from Luanda,

mishes between National Union 
forces and its ally in defense 
against Soviet-backed troops, 
the National Front for the 
Liberation of Angola. 


Tass quoted the National 
Union representative as accus­ 
ing the N ation al Front of 
“marauding and cowardice." 


In an oth er rep ort from 
Luanda, Tass said broadcasts 
by Huambo radio “were ter­ 
minated because of the chaos 
and disorders that came in the 
wake of these skirmishes." 


In Lusaka a UNIT A spokes­ 
man said pro-Western forces 
defending Angola’s southern 
battle fronts, have sent guerril­ 
la units behind enemy lines to 
mount hit-and-run operations. 
He said the army holding 
positions about 100 m iles north 


of Huambo had blocked further 
advances by the Marxist forces 
during the past 24 hours. 
The MPLA. backed by about 
11.000 Cuban troops and sophis­ 
ticated Russian weaponry has 
detached a force from the ar­ 
m y's m ain body north of 
Huambo. to head west towards 
the Atlantic ports. Lobito and 
Benguela. reports from Lusaka 
said. 
The two towns, railheads for 
the copper export routes of 
neighboring Zambia and Zaire, 
are important strategic targets 
for the MPLA. The organiza­ 
tion’s leaders said recently the 
civil war would end when they 
captured Huambo. Lobito, Ben­ 
guela and Silva Porto, UNITA’s 
major m ilitary headquarters in 
the south. 
More than 100 m ercenaries, 
recruited in Britain and Europe 
arrived in Kinshasa in the past 
few days to fight in Angola.

Strain of influenza 
kills three persons 


ATLANTA (UPI) - A new 
strain of influenza, skipping 
across the country from the 
west coast to the east, has 
killed three persons but health 
officials say the onslaught may 
have started too late to be 
severe. 
Dr. Michael Gregjg, chief of 
the viral disease division of the 
National Center for Disease 
Control in Atlanta, said late 
Wednesday the new “A-Vic- 
toria” flu strain - for which 
there is no specific vaccine — 
‘‘is no more severe, nor less 
severe, than ony of the previous 
flu viruses.” 
But it was the latest start for 
the flu season in many years in 
the United States, and Gregg 
said this ‘‘indicates we might 
likely have a relatively mild 
season.” 


Although the first reports of 
the outbreak came from Min­ 
nesota, it was next reported on 
the West Coast, and Gregg said 
it appeared to be “ hopscotch- 
ing” from west to east. Nevada,' 
with two deaths, and Oregon, 
with one, appeared to be the 
hardest hit in the initial stages 
of the outbreak 


In L as V eg a s, Dr. O tto 
Ravenholt attributed two fatali­ 
ties to the A-Victoria flu and 
said fully a fourth of the 
patients seen in hospital em er­ 
gency rooms were suffering 
from it. 


In Salem, Ore., Whiteaker 
Junior High reported nearly 
half its 1,260 students absent 
with the flu. Three nursing 
homes in the Portland area 
reported a number of flu-like il­ 
ln esses and attributed one 
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d e a th to th e A -V ic to r ia 
strain. 
Other states reporting out­ 
breaks of flu included Arizona, 
California, Connecticut, Geor­ 
gia, H aw aii, Illinois, Iowa, 
M assach u setts, 
M innesota, 
New Jersey, New York, Ten­ 
nessee and Washington. 
The first appearance was at 
an elem entary school in Chel­ 
sea, Minn., where 300 students 
came down with the flu.

Protection of 
ag land bill 
now in Senate 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
controversial bill designed to 
protect California’s 12 million 
acres of prim e agricultural 
land from urban development 
and save it for food production 
has passed the Assembly with 
no votes to spare. 
The measure (AB15) by As­ 
semblyman Charles Warren, D- 
Los Angeles, was sent to the 
Senate Thursday on a bare- 
majority 41-36 vote. 
All the 
“ aye" votes w ere cast by 
Democrats. 
Under the legislation, a new 
state Agricultural Resource 
Council would be given final 
veto power over local zoning 
agencies in the development of 
prime agricultural land. Howe­ 
ver, 90 per cent of California’s 
cities are exempted — those 
with less than 
1,600 prime 
agricultural acres within their 
boundaries. 
L ocal a g en cies would be 
d irected to draw up plans 
designating lands that were 
prim e for agricultural use. 
A fter that designation was 
made, the land could not be 
developed unless approved by 
the state council and only if no 
other suitable land was availa­ 
ble. 
Opponents warned that the 
bill would hurt agriculture, sti­ 
fle economic growth and take 
land use decisions away from 
local government. 


“ Nonsense,” replied Warren, 
who accused opponents of try­ 
ing to “ mislead, frighten and 
scare people.” 


Ag labor board set 
to terminate work 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Secretary of State Henry K is­ 
singer said today the trade act 
passed by Congress in 1974 was 
so restrictive it “closed the 
door" on using trade as a lever 
in im proving relations with 
communist countries 


K issinger appeared before 
the Senate Finance Committee 
and indicated President Ford 
may press Congress to soften 
restrictions on trade with the 
Soviet Union and other coun­ 
tries. 


On Thursday, Kissinger testi­ 
fied on Angola before a Senate 
subcommittee and said Con­ 
gress has dangerously under­ 
mined U.S. foreign policy and 
world security through what he 
considers unjustified interfer­ 
en ce in 
p resid en tial d e c i­ 
sions. 


In a 35-page statem ent to the 
Finance Committee today, he 
said the administration “will be 
consulting with Congress and 
this com m ittee on a continuing 
basis.” 


In passing the major trade 
legislation over a year ago, 
Congress tied the extension of 
“ most favored nation treat­ 
ment" to the willingness of 
communist countries to allow 
disgruntled citizens - many of 
them of Jewish background - 
to freely em igrate. 


“Unfortunately, the ability of 
this country to use the process 
of normalizing trade with the 
communist countries as a flexi­ 
ble and constructive elem ent in 
E ast-W est 
relation sh ip s 
is 
reduced by the provisions of Ti­ 
tle VI of the trade act,” Kis 
singer said 
“These provisions, in estab­ 
lishing a single issue in East- 
West relations as the governing 
condition for normalizing trade, 
closed the door on the use of the 
trade relationship over a wider 
range of issues and interests

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Psychologist claims: 


Sports overkill 
causes problems 
for U.S. youth 


By JIM COUR 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - Too many American fathers 
think they’re Vince Lombardis and wind up abusing their 
children - physically and psychologically - through 
sports, according to Dr Thomas Tutko, a noted San Jose 
State professor of psychology. 
He has written a penetrating book on the subject, “ Winn­ 
ing Is Everything and Other American Myths.” 
Tutko. 44, received his doctorate and master’s degrees 
from Northwestern and now is co-director of the Institute 
for Study of Athletic Motivation at Santa Clara. Calif. He 
has been at San Jose State for 14 years 
“ What’s happening,” he said in an interview, “ is that 
many kids get burned out and are turned off to sports. I’m 
very pro sports, but I’m against a parent who wants to turn 
his kid into a professional 
“ Many parents live their lives through their children. 
When a child wins, the parent thinks he’s a winner When a 
child fails, he interprets it as meaning he's not a success. 


“ Well, that has nothing to do with child rearing A 
perfect set of parents can have a kid who loses at 
everything he tries.' 
Tutko is married and has four children, three girls, aged 


14, 10 and 9, and a boy, aged 11 
“ My boy played Little League for one season two years 
ago,’ he offered “ He decided it was consuming too much 
of his time There were other things he wanted to do. 
“ But he still plays with his buddies in pickup games. He 
loves sports But the regimentation just turned him off.” 
He paused 
“ I continually meet athletes who are screwed up,” Tutko 
continued “ Swimmers, hockey players, baseball players 
... when I say screwed up, I mean burned out. They’re 
disillusioned about sports They feel sports absorbed them 
and they had no time for anything else. 
“ Americans want to win, but I don’t think that’s par­ 
ticular to us Look at soccer and its popularity throughout 
the world What makes America unique is the fact that 
where most countries have a dominant sport, we have 
sports dominate 365 days a year. 
“ If it isn’t football, it’s basketball. If it’s not basketball, 
it’s hockey. Then baseball comes in Boom ... boom ... 
boom. 
“ Many kids are burning out physically before they have a 
chance to reach their full maturity physically. For a 12- 
vear-old to be ihcorh*»H ¡n «nortc tn the degree in which 


some of them are, it’s not good 
“ The major thing is that we have to become aware, as 
parents, that some of us are physically abusing our 
children through sports. More tragically, we re psy­ 
chologically abusing them.” 
Tutko wants to see a demise of organized sports for 
children 
“ A lot of us are trying to convert our kids into profes­ 
sionals.” he said. “ Television has been a tremendous 
influence Many fathers think they're Vince Lombardi now. 
“ We organize leagues for our kids, we make them wear 
uniforms with their own names, we keep statistics...” 


Will Tutko's book do any good? 
“ I certainly hope so.” he replied. “ I think this is a very 
serious problem and it needs to be talked about. Unfor­ 
tunately, very little has been done in this area, and that’s 
the reason I decided to write my book. 


“ America could be a much healthier nation through regu­ 
lar exercise and exercise should be fun. But too many of 
our adults have been turned off to sports because of 
something that happened when they were young."

Flaw in the law 


On July 1, 1976, postcard 
voter registration will become 
reality in California. And 
with postcard voter registra­ 
tion, comes a new problem. 
The Santa Barbara County 
Republican Central Commit­ 
tee strongly feels, and we 
agree, that before this new 
law takes effect, legislative 
changes are urgently needed 
to protect the County and the 
State against widespread 
voter fraud of the magnitude 
recently experienced in San 
Francisco. 
The committee is urging 
remedial legislation requiring 
that the original books of af­ 
fidavits of registration be fur­ 
nished to election officers at 
each polling place prior to the 
election. Further, that a com- 


parison of the v o te r’s 
signature on the roster and af­ 
fidavit be made prior to allow­ 
ing the voter to cast a ballot. 
The signature comparison 
procedure in voting was 
eliminated with the passage of 
the postcard registration bill. 
We strongly concur with the 
Republican Central Commit­ 
tee that with conversion to 
self-executed registration af­ 
fidavits under postcard 
registration, signature com­ 
parison is essential to insure 
again fraudulent voting. 
We urge that citizens make 
this known to their State 
representatives in order that 
remedial legislation can be 
passed prior to the effec­ 
tiveness of the postcard 
registration law.

Reagan-picking at 


the plaza 


It is Reagan-picking time, and the 
temptation to sport extends beyond the 
conventional circles of critics who find 
amusing, just a little bit...embarrassing, 
such rehetoric about the axioms of 
American federalism as would have 
made Thomas Jefferson feel comfor­ 
table. For instance my brother George 
Will, in his opening 
p e r fo r m a n c e 
as 
c o lu m n ist 
for 
Newsweek, 
makes 
great fun of Reagan as 
a type, the volunteer 
guillotines of the Gor- 
dian knot; and of 
Reagan in particular, 
an object of indoor 
sport for highbrow 
types. 
C o n s i d e r 
t h e 
paradoxes, he says. 
Here is Reagan, “the 
unsurpassed master of jeremiads. Two 
days before announcing his candidacy, 
Reagan addressed a sumptuous banquet, 
a festive gathering of conservatives, in 
New York’s Plaza Hotel. There in the lap 
of luxury, before an audience throbbing 
with admiration, he recited a long quota­ 
tion (from Whittaker Chambers) about 
western civilization being a ‘wreck from 
within.’” 
Will asks. “Did that grim bulletin ... 
dampen the gaiety? No, like the ample 
wine and savory food, it was part of the 
fun. Intense activities’ fun is the zany 
belief that their politician stands 
between the republic and ruin.” 
Now this kind of thing is something we 
old timers are required, through our 
smiles, gently to resist, never mind the 
worldliness with which the young so very 
charmingly adorn their prose. If you 
train your thought on such analysis for so 
much as a moment, it breaks into a faint 
blush, and then withers away. 
Because there is nothing in the least in­ 
congruous about applauding a speaker 
who frames his address in a vision of 
apocalypse. 
Provided that speaker 
rejects hopelessness. The pessimism of 
Whittaker Chambers was very nearly 
total, and his words, written in 1954, 
hauntingly prophetic. Western civiliza­ 
tion, he said, is a “wreck from within. 
We can hope to do little more now than 
snatch a fingernail of a saint from the 
rack or a handful of ashes from the 
faggots, and bury them secretly in a 
flowerpot against the day, ages hence, 
when a few men begin again to dare to 
believe that there was once something 
else..." 
Here Mr. Will cropped the passage. No 
doubt Newsweek was short on space. The 
sentence Chambers wrote and Reagan 
quoted added, “that something else is 
thinkable, and need some evidence of 
what it was, and the fortifying 
knowledge that there were those who, at 
the great nightfall, took loving thought to 
preserve the tokens of hope and truth.” 
But his objective performance — 
Ronald Reagan was about to declare for 
the Presidency — he rejects the 
apocalyptic pessimism of Chambers. But 
to reject it does not require us to fail to 
notice it; to feel its hot air on our necks. 
Mrs. Will, who does not always write so 
chirpily about America’s destiny, knows 
very well that if we placed the inflation 
the new regulations the taxation the ad­ 
vances of the Soviet Union the defeats 
strategic and moral of the west on a 
graph, and drew a linear projection, 
Chambers would be proved right in

another decade. 
To show the grimness of a situation, 
and then to choose a fight, is precisely 
what brings an audience — or even an 
army — to its feet. When Winston 
Churchill told his audience that he had 
nothing — repeat, “nothing” ... to offer 
them but “blood, toil, tears and sweat,” 
he won over the hearts of his 
countrymen, those drinking champagne, 
and those ducking bombs. So to speak, 
they gave him a standing ovation. This is 
not incongruity, it is spirit. 
Reagan is old — compared to Will. And 
Will is young, compared to Reagan. Mr. 
Reagan’s judgment is advanced, over 
Mr. Will’s, when he suggests that we 
need to make deep commitments else all 
we'll have is the fingernail, and the 
ashes; among them Reagan’s. Mr. Will 
should show at least an equivalent dis­ 
dain for pyre-lighting.

This transplanted 
highway patrol isn’t 
intended to police 
camel traffic on the 
desert but to guard the 
w id e-op en sp a c e s 
against marauders. At 
stake is the world’s 
largest oil deposit, a 
fabulous fortune in black gold, which lies 
under the Saudi sands. 
Across the Persian Gulf, the Shah of 
Iran must be looking covetously upon 
Saudi Arabia’s oil riches. He is living 
beyond his means, yet his own oil 
reserves are expected to run dry in a 
decade or two. 
The Shah is also building a powerful 
military force which could take over 
Saudi Arabia's valuable but vulnerable 
resources. Not only the ambitious Shah 
but Arab guerrillas might attempt to 
capture the Saudi oil fields. Already, 
more than 600 tough, disciplined Cuban 
troops have moved into South Yemen 
ready to start another Angola adventure 
on Saudi Arabia’s southern Rank. 
The Saudis, who are staunch friends of 
the United States, sought U.S. help. They 
brought over about two dozen American 
experts to conduct a top-secret, $350,000 
study of the country’s internal security 
problems. Among the experts were ex- 
FBI agents, former military men, com­ 
munications specialists, border patrol 
experts, a prison warden and an Arizona 
highway patrolman. 
The Saudis hoped to procure the 
technology, which the study said was 
needed, from the U.S. government. But 
Congress voted last July to bar U.S. aid 
for police programs in foreign nations. 
The government, hampered by the new 
law, had to turn down the Saudis who 
then turned to a private New Hampshire 
firm called Sanders Associates, Inc. 
One of the crucial shortcomings in the 
Saudi security system, the study found, 
was the absence of a secure communica­ 
tions system. A highway patrol was also 
recommended. 
So Prince Fahd, the Saudi Interior 
Minister, started negotiating a $180 
million contract with Sanders Associates 


to provide both. Between $20 and $30 
million in “commissions” were paid by 
the firm to relatives of the royal family 
to obtain the business. 
The Saudis contend these were 
reasonable commissions for legitimate 
sales work. However, the Senate sub­ 
committee on Multinational Corpora­ 
tions, headed by Sen. Frank Church, D- 
Idaho, is investigating. 
Meanwhile, a letter of agreement has 
been signed to provide the Saudis with a 
highway patrol, com plete with a 
headquarters near the capital city of 
Riyadh, four regional headquarters, 24 
outposts and over 300 vehicles. 
But the heart of the system will be a 
m icrow ave com m unications link. 
Dozens of microwave towers will do the 
arid landscape from the Persian Gulf to 
the Red Sea. 
CIVIL RIGHTS STORY: A decade 
after the dramatic civil rights confronta­ 
tions of the late Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr., the struggle for equality still goes on 
in Washington. 
Rep. Benjamin Rosenthal, D-N.Y., for 
example, has been breathing down the 
necks of revenue-sharing officials for 
their poor civil rights record. 
They dole out billions to state and local 
governments each year under the 
Revenue Sharing Act, which contains a 
strong antidiscrimination provision. In 
fact, any state or locality, which prac- 
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tices discrimination, can have its federal 
funds cut off. 
A staff memo, prepared for Rosenthal, 
charges that the Office of Revenue Sar- 
ing has a “deplorable record” in civil 
rights enforcement. 
The memo cites figures from Texas as 
an example. “Women, blacks and ethnic 
minorities were underrepresented in 
Texas state employment,” the memo 
alleges, “and occupied a dispropor­ 
tionate share of low-scaled, low-paying 
jobs. 
“Specifically, the data revealed that 
blacks, both male and female, held only 
7.7 per cent of the 70,976 jobs surveyed, 
while blacks made up 12.7 per cent of the 
total state population. Spanish-sumamed 
individuals, comprising 18.5 per cent of 
the population, held only 11.1 per cent of 
the jobs...” 
A spokeswoman for the Office of 
Revenue Sharing assured us that the 
Texas case has been referred to the 
Justice Department. 
We have also complained about the 
Navy’s habit of employing Filipinos as 
stewards. We are pleased to report that 
the admirals are trying to change this 
policy. 
According to figures compiled for us, 
only 47 per cent of the mess specialists in 
today’s Navy are Filipinos compared to 
85 per cent in 1970. This is, at least, an 
improvement.

CONCORD, N.H. - (NEA) - When 
members of Congress failed to win sup­ 
port last year for a straightforward pay 
raise, they resorted in their greed to 
legislative trickery. Using stealth, 
secrecy and the subsection of an obscure 
bill which they knew would draw no 
public scrutiny, the lawmakers es­ 
t a b l i s h e d an un ­ 
precedented cost of 
living salary increase 
that will be automatic 
on an annual basis. 
Thus the nobles have 
at the expense of their 
s o u l s 
i n s u l a t e d 
themselves from the 
bother of inflation. 
And thus, too, have 
they established the 
f u nda me nt al s for 
whi ch could and 
should be co me a 
major issue in this year’s federal elec­ 
tion. Is Congress the master or the ser­ 
vant of the public good? It’s not a new 
argument, but in the bicentennial year» 
one that should be settled and closed. 
One man pushing the point is Wallace 
Johnson, 62-year-old former mayor of 
Berkeley, Calif. He has entered himself 
on the New Hampshire ballot as a vice 
presidential candidate solely concerned 
with the repeal of the congressional cost 
of living escalator. “I’m not interested in 
the vice presidency,” he says, “but it’s 
the only way I can present a kind of 
referendum to the people. Are we still in 
control of our Congress? That’s what I’m 
asking here.” 
The question is not rhetorical. After 
voting in the cost of living increase last 
s u m m e r , s o m e u n c o m f o r t a b l e 
legislators said it was done in such a way 
as to keep the public ignorant and quiet. 
The measure was ramrodded through 
Congress in five days. When it appeared 
to be in trouble in the House, a recorded 
vote actually showing it defeated, cries 
of electronic miscount echoed the floor, 
the balloting process was forced into ex­ 
tension, and the shouting ended only 
when the matter passed by a single vote. 
Obviously, not every legislator favored 
the fraud (only 272 of 535 voted yea). 
Many feared the risks involved, par­ 
ticularly in view of the elections (the no 
vote was weighted with members facing 
re-election). Others agreed with the con­ 
gressman who argued thusly against the 
implications of congressional immunity 
from inflation: “The American people 
would be better of if Congress got a pay 
decrease when the cost of living went up 
and a pay increase when it went down. 
Then we might see more fiscal respon­ 
sibility here in Washington.” 


For his part, Johnson (a slender bald 
man whose trouser cuffs are held above 
his ankles by the electricity of his ex­ 
ecutive length hose) believes the con­ 
gressional action was as much legally as 
legislatively punk. Accordingly, he has 
filed suit in a California federal court 
asking that the cost of living statute be 
stricken for constitutional reasons. One, 
he says, it violates due process of law, in 
that Congress has given to itself a 
privilege which most Americans cannot 
get. Two, since the law allows the Presi­ 
dent to determine the annual percentage 
hike, Johnson says separation of powers 
is ignored. 


But beyond the legalities, Johnson’s 
primary anger is moored to the sinking 
thought that “Congress has shown utter 
contempt for the people of this country.” 
He says that for 180 years , since the 
days when congressmen were paid with 
$6 per day stipends, no Congress save t he4 
present one has voted a salary increase 
for itself. “It’s always been done by one 
Congress for the next Congress, that way 
members up for re-election were thereby 
answerable to the voters.” 


What’s more, Johnson adds, the con­ 
gressional contempt of last year may be 
just the beginning. He says both houses 
are already considering a measure 
granting members “special formula” in­ 
come tax deductions which would in ef­ 
fect amount to 1976 salary increases of 
from $6,000 to $12,000. “As before, this is 
being done as surreptitiously as possible, 
so that the taxpayers will not know what 
hit them.” 


It is to awake the public, then, that 
Wallace Johnson campaigns in New 
Hampshire. He says it is his Bicenten­ 
nial project, something he can start but 
that everybody must finish. In this 
respect he is a unique and admirable 
candidate indeed, the only one on the 
ballot here who is soliciting votes for the 
system rather than for himself.
